The Duke of Savvy, thinking to deceiye him

As to conquer his forces : for he forced 
him among thoſe rocks where he boaſted he 
had _ tofear but the thunder-bolts of 
OY made him ſhamefully reſtore what 
he had unjuſtly uſurped.

During all chis, he laboured principally for 
two things: the one,his great deligne,of which 
we have ſpoken; for which he made friends and 
allies on all fades, cleared his revenues, paid his 
detrs with as good credit as if he had been a 
Merchant, gathered monies, and pacified all 
differences which were between. thoſe; Princes 
with whom he would affociate.. The other was 
to repair the damages and ruines: of France, 
which a forty years civil War had cauſed ; re» 
move thoſe cauſes which imbittered-and divi- 
ded (pirits; reform thoſe diſorders which dif 
figured the face ofthe Eſtate; make it flouriſh- 
ing and rich, tothe end his ſubje&ts might live 
happily under the wings of his prore&ion and 
his juſtice. | 

In the mean time himſelf was not free from 
troubles,perplexicies and diſguſts; his Miſtreſies 
canſed him a thouſand vexations in the, midſt 
of his pleaſures; he found thorns even.in his 
Naptial-bed,and in the ill humour of his wite ;
